EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 25: (currently amended) The gatekeeper of claim 1 , wherein the gatekeeper 
provides an inter-zone handoff method, comprising: 

updating routing information of a first routing cache when a packet is received 
from a mobile terminal that has moved from a first subnet to a second subnet, and 
transmitting the packet from a cellular IP base station to a cellular IP router; 

updating routing information of a second routing cache when the packet is 
received from the cellular IP base station and routing the received packet from the 
cellular IP router to a cellular IP gateway; and 

updating routing information of a third routing cache when the packet is received 
from the cellular H7 router and routing the received packet to another party terminal, 
according to the routing information stored in the third routing cache. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Shaffer et al, US Patent No. US 6,801,521 B1 discloses a system and method for 
distributed call signaling in telephony-over-LAN networks. Shaffer does not teach or 
fairly suggest the following features, which are recited in the independent claim 1 of the 
present application: 

A gatekeeper in an Internet Protocol (IP) telephony system, comprising: 

a conference managing unit; 

a registration, admission and status (RAS) managing unit; 

a RAS message processor; 

a call managing unit; 

a H.225 call signal processor; 

a H.245 control message processor; 

a supplementary service managing unit; 

a call set-up information node; 

a conference information node; 

a supplementary service information node; and 

a user information buffer 

are interconnected to perform functions as recited in claim 1
